TWO-THIRDS OCCUPLED 

Batavia, Nov. 21, 

Two thirds of Sourabaya is in 
the hands of British and Indian 
troops, who entered Java's biggest 
port when the surrender ultima. 
tum expired, 

French mortara were used in a 
brief but fierce encounter, which 
broke out in British-occupled 
Batavia. The fighting in Souraboya 
was reported to have dled down 
when British and Indian troops 
dug in for the night. Slight op- 
position described as “sniping” 
was reported to have been met. 

Allied Headquarters said that 
General Mansergh had given the 
Sourabaya Extremists ample op- 
portunity to comply with the 
measures necessary to maintain 
peace but no response had been 
received from them amd they ap- 
pearcd determined to fight against 
any attempt to bring them under 
control, . 

ALMOST PHLEGMATIG 

Tho Indonesinns at Jogakarta 
arranged for Brigadier Bethell, 
the British Commander, to brond- 
cast over the radio station there 
last night. Brigadier Bethell wa- 
phasised that British action in 
Sourabaya in designed to bring 
the tumultuous situation under 
control, 

Allied Headquarters said: 
“There has been no strong re- 
actions in Java. Tho Indonesian 
reaction has beon almost ph phleg- 
matic.” 

Indonesian sources sald that tho 
bombing and shelling of points in 
Sourabaya continued until late in 
tho ovoning, after which British 
and Indian forces hogan moving 
into the city. Thoy suid that the 
reads leading out of the town were

BARNACLE BILL. 
The Other 
Side 
Sir,~-Your porrespondent “See. 
ing Is Beleving” has a good case, 
but Io wonder if he hos ever 
stopped to consider the other side 

of the story. 

In your excellent leader on the 
subject you said: “The ideal is, of 
course, that the Serviceman on hia 
arrival here should gradually, in 
the sume way un any other indivi- 
dual freshly arrived from Home- 
side. mako his own social contacts 
und frankly take such part in the 
normal ‘social life of the commun- 
ity as his duties and his personality 
will allow.” 

The key words are, surely, “and 
his personality,” for there lies the 
rool of the problem. 

Whether jt is due ty military 
and naval training, and the divi- 
sion maintained between officers 
and men, ] don't know, but experi- 
ence has shown over and over 
again that as s00n as the service- 
man comes Into social contact with 
a civilian, psychologically — he 
immediately adopts the defensive, 
and behaves not as one man to 
another but as 4 private or an 
N.C.O. who by some process 
bewildering to himself has been 
dumped down into the officers’ 
mess, He Is on bis “best beha- 
viour,” seems to experience 
dificulty in curbing himself from 
saying ‘Sir’ to his host, and 
altogether tho attempt to 
“fraternise” devclops into a situa- 
tion uncomfortable and embar- 
rassin, both parties. 

Thore tre dozens of people in 
tho Colony who have _ persisted 
over and over again, in the face of 
continual discouragements of this 
nature, in attempts to break 
through tho reserve and the bar- 
riers which seem, automatically, 
to gv up, but finally they fecl the 
venturo to be hopeless and best 
abandoned, to the relief of both. 

Now and again, of course, there 
are exceptions, and mutual friend- 
ships havo been established which 
have persisted, through correspon- 
dence, long after tho Serviceman} 
has left for other climes.

ER, CAPTAINED BY LIE UT, PAUL A, HABERKORN. 


The New Yorker, one of the 
strangest ships to come off the 
American wartime production 
lines, actually {s a hotel ship— 
complete with Just nbout every- 
thing but belfboys and clevatorn. 
Its designation is APL-11 
which stands for ‘auxiHary per- 
sonnel, Hving, 

It is such ‘a rare craft that 
Licutenant Haberkorn admits 
that when he waa assigned to it 
he thought the “L” meant it 
wasn Hght transport (AP be- 
ng the usual designation Tor 
personnel carrying ships). Ite 
function is to follow the fleet to 
various bases as a floating notel 
at anchor, 

UNIQUE FEATURE 

A unique feature of the ship, 
with [ts straight-up sides ind 
the over-al] canopy that gives it 
an ark-like complexion, is that 
it doesn’t have a propeller aor 
any kind of motive power. An 
actual hotel could Kel just about 
us far under {ts own power as 
The New Yorker. A Chinese 
junk could run circles around It. 

The hetel ship is dependent 
entirely upon tow bouts, and it 
takes a 2-inch thick cable for 
the pulling job. 

Once in the ship's 13-moath 
life the tow cable broke at tea, 
olf the United States cast coast, 
and the officers and men who 
have been aboard her through- 
out ber brief career say it wan 
a onerve-disturbing fecling to ue 
drifting around {no the middle 
of the night in a rough sen 
without any form of power. 

Two sister ships have met 
disaster in storm -une being 
blown aground and smashed at 
Okinawa and the other at 
Formosa, without — casualties, 
Both times they were on ate 
sions to Which The New Yorker 
originally had been assigned. 

MAIN FUNCTION 

The ship's main function now 
is . to serve, as quarters for 
American men and olficers vho 
have been relieved from thelr 
ships in the harbour and are 
waiting transportation home. 
There are about 400 aboard. 
Licutenant Haberkorn sald it 
onee accommodated 760, but it 
was quite a crowd, with cots 
atrewed about the decks, Its 
accommodations are designed 
for 600, including the ship's 
personnel of about 70, 

Another strange feature of 
the ship is the two quonset huts 
erected on the tep deck, just as 
they would be put up ashore.

MODERN EQUIPMENT 

The ship tr equipped with the 
most modern equipment for 
cooking, baking, refrigeration, 
Jaundry, water distilling and 
all the other services provided 
aboard a major fleet unit. The 
bakery turns out an average of 
200 loaves of bread a day, The 
engines on the ship are used for 
distilling 12,000 gallons of fresh 
water sea water daily, and they 
are capable of even‘larger water 
production: Gauges tell acear- 
ately how much aalt is left in 
the wateh, and a sharp control 
in kept over it so that {t's only 
au fraction of a per cent, 

The ship dovsn’t provide the 
privacy of hotel quarters, but 
the bunks, even though most of 
them are in tiers, provide some. 
of the comfort. Seme of the 
oficers’ — bunks actually are 
equipped with inner-spring mat- 
tresses. High ceilings give the 
living quarters much better ven- 
tilation than any other type of 
naval craft. 

The ship's personnel includes 
five officers, Three of them 
have been aboard since The New 
Yorker was launched. They 
are Lt, Comdr, V, J. Tesorlero, 
the ship's surgeon; Lieut. H. L. 
Moore, the ship's dentist (both 
of whom have the most up-to- 
date equipment), and Ensign 
John Barnes, Jr., the executive 
officer. The fifth offlcer is En- 
sign Carl L. Hysen, in charge 
of supplies. Commander 
Tevsoriero estimates thie ship has 
travelled 15,000 miles from the 
U.S. eust coast to Hong Kong, 
with stops along the way. It 
probably will remain here as 
long oa American fleet units 
stay.
